Six Month Crime Data 
Holds Downward Trend

Based on six-month figures, 
Greenbelt continues to experi- 
fence a significantly lower inci- 
dence of Class I crimes than in 
either the previoas year (daven 
19 percent) or the last five 
years. Five-year lows for the 
first six-months of calendar 
years accurred in the categories 
of munder, rape, aggravated as- 
Saul, larcenies and motor ve- 
hicle thefts. Only in burglaries. 
Which have experienced 219 
percent increase over last year 
find are almost tiple the num 
ber in 2007, is there a counter 
trend, 

‘The most significant crime 
reduction reported is that of 
larcenier, dawn 36 percent 
LLarcenies consist of thefly ether 
than robberies and burglaries. 
Many larcenies are the revult 
‘of shoplifting. For the first ix 
months of 2011, there were 100 
fewer reports of larceny made. 
‘The decrease in the number 
cof erimes in this one category 
exceeds the total crime aumber 
ecrease of 97 for all crime 
categories. For this year larce- 
fies account for 44 percent of 
all crimes reported 

For the other crime catego- 
ries, the increase in number of 
bburlaries reported exceeded the 
combined decreases reported. 

‘According to crime data 
and analysis provided by the 
Greenbelt Police Department 
for January through June of 
this year, overall crime hts di- 
rinished in every sector of the 
city. The majority (37 percent) 
ff crime occurred in Greenbelt 
‘West which includes the Frank 
lin Park apartment complex 
Beltway Plaza and the Green 
belt Metra Station, Greenbelt 
East accounts for 27 percent of 
crimes reported and Greenbelt 














Center 16 percent. Greenbelt 
West is that part of the city 
west of Kenilworth Avenue and 
Greenbelt East is that part lying 
east of the Baltimore-Washing 
tom Parkway. 

1 Franklin Park robberies 
are down 66 percent and motor 
‘ehicle thefts down 52 percent 
Offsetting this is a recent con- 
tinuing increase in burglaries, 
up 4 percent. The police report, 
Altributes the overall decline in 
‘rime to the publilprivate par 
nership with Fieldstone Proper- 
ties, avers of Franklin Park 
at Greenbelt Station. This has 
Fesulted in the identification 
tnd removal of scores of acct 
Pants and visitors who have an 
alfinity for erime, according to 
the report. Also, the screening 
process for new residents has 
heen tightened: 

in Greenbelt East, breaking 
and entering are down 53 per- 
cent and miotor vehicle thelts 
tre down 52 percent. Robberies, 
however, remain at the same 
level as last year at 18 incidents. 

In Greenbelt Center robberies 
have increased ten-fold, from 1 
to 10 and breaking and entering 
increased by one incident over 
the first six months of 2010. 
Larcenies, however, dropped by 
fb percent, 

According to the report, the 
department attributes crime re 
duction in part to the employ 
ment of technology not avallable 
last year. Automated tag reades 
enable officers to quickly iden- 
Lify stolen autos, suspended? 
revoked drivers, wanted. persons 
tnd other vehicle records, The 
department also ix deploying 
strategic enforcement action in 
‘every part of the city where an 
upward tick in crime is indi 
‘ted, the report sates.
